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in a mix's Council, held at London, 
in the firſt Year of Henry II. where ſeverel 
Aﬀeirs were debated, both with Relation to 
Church and State. 

It is likewiſe true that William the Cen- 
geeror ſent for two Legates from Rome, to 
prefide at a Council ; but it was only to get 
rid of ſav: Biſorps, whom be did not like ; 
and when they had gone as far as they 
thought fir, he made Uſe of his own Autho- 
rity againſt the reſt, by diniſhing ſome, and in- 

otbers, without any canonical Proceſs. 

He went ſo far as to cance! all the lan- 
nitics, Which the Saxon Kings had granted 
by Charter to ſeveral B and Abbees j and 
not only ſubjected ber Lands, as well as 
others, to military Service, but even quartered 
moſt of his Troops in the Monafteries, and 
obliged the Monks to provide them wich Ne- 
ceſſaries, Nay, he is ſaid to have ſeiaed upon 
all their Mieney and Plate, without fpari 
even the Shrines ard conſecrated Veſſels. 

In thort, he governed the Clagy at home 
with as tight @ Rein as the Lany; and as 
for Greg'ry VII. (one of the moſt havughty, 
dating, and ative Popes, that ever ſat in the 
baly Chair } he ws fo far from doing him the 


Homage, which was demanded, that he made 


aJeſt of bis Decrees, and forbad his Subjects 
acknowledge any Pope, or to receive any 
Hers from Rome, without his Leave. Gre- 
£0, with all his: Arrogance, was fo well 
appriz'd. of Witham's Reſolution, that he 


D thought fit to acquieſce; and, at the ſame 


Time, ſuffered him to exerciſe the Right of 
Inveſticures, (that is, the Collation to Biſhop 
richt ) without any Moleftation, whilſt be was 
thunderiag out his Anathema's againft the 
Emperor, upon the fame Accaunt, and com- 
pelling him to a drmarable Homage, *

As the Legetine Power was one of the 
principal Foundatibn-Stoner, - on which the

But Henry I. had a Diſpute with A»/e/m, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which gave him 
a great deal more Trouble. This Prelate, 
who was thoroughly devoted to the Intereſts 
of the Church of Rome, had two great Points 
at Heart. One was the Celibacy of the Clergy ; 
and the other to wreſt the Inveſticures out of 
the King's Hands. For this Purpoſe, he con- 
ven'd a Synod, in which he got all married 
Prieſts excommunicated, and was going to

the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was fo firmly 
eftabliſhed, that the Popes exercis'd it for the 
future, juſt as it ſuited their Intereſt. 

Henry II. was 2 Prince of a great Spirit, 
and ſee ms to have ſet his Heart upon putting 
a Stop to the Papal Uſarpation, which he 
began in the Conflitutions of Clarendon ; but 
having unfortunately plac'd an inſelent Upiare 
at the Head of the Church, he was oppos d 
by him in all his Attempts, and drawa into 
a long Scene of Vexations, which ended at 
laſt in the Murder of his Oppoſer, and 
his own Diſhinour 5 for being charg'd with 
directing, or conniving at Becket's Aſſaſſina- 
tion, he was forc'd to buy his Peace with 
the Church, upon very hard Terms; parti- 


proceed in the ſame Manner againft the Bi- B cularly, by promiſing never to oppoſe the 


ſhops, who had received their Ioweſtitures from 


the King. The firmer was a Point, in which 
Henry was ſo little concern'd, that he did not 
think it prudent to diſguſt the ArchbiſÞop, by 
giving himſelf any Trouble about it; and 
therefore ſuffer'd the Decree to paſs, without 
any Oppaſition, except what it met with from 
the inferior Clergy, who did all in their 
Power to prevent it - But the latter, con- 
cerning the Iavgfitures, touch'd his Prero- 
gative fo nearly, that he exerted his whole 
Strength againſt it. The Archb; pip was 
as reſolute on the ether Side; and being back'd 
by the Cout of Rome, whoſe Cauſe it pro- 
perly was, he went in Perſon thither, and 

led to the Pope. The King ſent Ambaſ-

1 after him, to plead his Cauſe; and D 


Things were carry'd to ſuch an Height, that 
as the Archbiſhop was actually depriv'd of his 
Temperalities, during his Abſence, ſo the 
King was threaten'd with Excommunication. 
But at laſt, after this Affair had been con- 
teſted with great Vebemence for ſev*ral Years 
together, the Pope thought fit to compound 
the Matter, by allowing the Biſp5ps and Ab- 
bets to do Homage to the King for their T- 
Poralities, upon Condition that be would give 


up the Ceremony of inveſting them with the 


Ring and paſtoral Staff. 

But the Convul sons, in the next Reign, 
on Account of a diſputed Title, gave the Court 
of Rome on Opportunity, which ſhe knew 
very well how to improve. She could not 
polibly have a better laſtrument for that 
Purpoſe than Henry Biſhop of Winchefter, K. 
2 — For this Reaſon, the

Thechald Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to whom 
it belong d. This engsg d the two Prelates in 
® Diſpute, .which occafion'd ſeveral Appeals 
to Rowe, a Thing not very common before, 
and introduced the Study of the Canem Law 
in England. At length, the Legateſhip was 
taken from, the Biſhop of Wincbefter, and 
conferr'd on the Aribbifbop, not us his Due, 
— — Act of mery Grace and Fou from 
the Popr, By theſe Means, the pretended

Pe's Will; nor forbid any Afpeals to the 
Crurt of Rome ; and to aboliſh al! Laws a 
Cuflems, that had been lately introduced, to 
the Prejudice of the Church, Beſides theſs 
Conceſſions, he was likewiſe obliged to go bare- 
foot to Becket"s Tomb, and ſubmit to a ſcan» 
dalour Diſcipline from the Hands of the Monks, 

This Affair was attended with fatal Con- 
ſequences to England, as well as all Europe, 
and carried the papal Autbority to a mon ſtrous 


Height; for who muſt not tremble at a P- 


er, Which had oblig-d a Prince of ſo high a 
Spirit to ſtoop to ſuch ſhameful Conditions? 

As for Richard I. tho” he was a Prince of 
a moſt undaunted Courage, it was turn d 6 
much to the new Humour of Cruſading, or 
making War upon the Infidels in the 
Land, that he had no Time, if he had 
Inclination, to redrefs theſe Abuſes at home z 
for during his whole Reign, which lafted 
almoſt ten Years, he did not live above $ 
Months in Eegland. : 

In the two next Reigns, which were full 
of Troubles and Diſturbances, the Papes. 
play'd all their Game with conſummate Dex- 
terity and Addreſs. In that of King Jobs, 
Innocent III. having order d Cardinal Lanfus 
to be choſen Archbiſhop of Canterbury; in Op- 
poſition to one nominated by the King, it, 
created a Quarrel between them, which gave 
the Pope inficite Advantage, and ended in 
making England a Province to the Se of 
Rome, He firſt of all put the Kingdom under. 
an Interdi# ; then excommunicated the Vg, 
and 2bfoly'd the People from their Allegi- 


ance, Aſter thie, he call'd « in

tions are to be introduced and 
Reaſon, as its irreconcileable Enemy, is to be 
knock d down: Ti to be called carnal and 
blind; (tho' they might as well call it ſquare 
D or round) and tis to be declared inſufficient to 
anſwer the Ends and tor which 
alone God gave it us. And, when Men have 
a Defign to juſtify bad Governments, or, un- 
equal and partial Laws, then natural Rights 
are to be run down, and declared incomparible

Archaeomania, or the Afectation of 
Antiquity in Nations. 


MONG the ſeveral Kinds of 


falſe Patriotiſm, there is one D 


that is really diverting, viz. a violent 
Zeal for the Precedency of any Na- 
tion in reſpect of Antiquity, before 
all others on the Face of the Earth. 
And of this Frenzy was Goropius Be- 
canus ſtrangely poſſeſſed, when he 
endeavoured to prove High Dutch to 
be the Language ſpoke by Adam in 
Paradiſe, and by all the Patriarchs 
before the Confuſion of Babel. 

It is ſurprizing to find, that whole 
Nations have run into the ſame Hu- 
mour, and corrupted all their antient 
Hiſtories, for the ſake of making 
Fools ſtare at a little imaginary Anti- 
quity. The Egyptians and Scythiant, 
in the very firſt Ages of the World, 
carried this Point ſo far, that a mere 
Emulation in Antiquity, created Jea- 
louſies and Animoſities between the 
two Nations. The Egyprians argued 
themſelves to be the firſt People in 
the World, from the Temperature of 
their Climate, and the Fertility of 
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their Soil. But their Rivals the Scy- 
thians quite overthrew this Plea by a 
Dilemma, which for its Curioſity, 
deſerves a particular mention. Ei- 
ther, ſaid they, the Earth was ſpread 
over in the Beginning with Fire, or 
If with Fire; then 
Scytbia, as being the moſt Northern 
Region, firſt of all became cool and 
habitable, and ſo produced the firſt 
Animals. If with Water; the ſame 
Scythia, as being the higheſt Ground, 
was the firſt Country that grew dry, 
and conſequently that was ſtocked 
with Inhabitants. 

In the dark Ages immediately fol- 
lowing the Diſſolution of the Roman 
Empire, the Barbarians, who then 


filled Europe, had little elſe to boaſt 


of but their Strength and their An- 


ceſtors. Then it was, that an A- 
chacomania became almoſt univerſal : 
Nation vied with Nation, how near 
they could puſh their Original up to 
Alam. Hiſtory was corrupted, and 
fabulous Chronicles ſuddenly dreſſed 
up, in order to ſupport unweildy 
Fabricks of Antiquity. Monks learnt 
to counterfeit Records as well as Ab- 
bey-Charters; and underſtood the 
Art of compiling, not only Legends, 
but Hiſtories, without the Aſſiſtance 
of Memoirs. The Britons of theſe 
Times were ſo ſenſible of their own 


. M:gnanimity, that they ſcorned any 


People, but Trojans, or any Hero, 
but Zineas, for their Progenitors. 
And I hope no one will be ſo unjuſt 
to them, as to queſtion the Prudence 
of their Choice. The Scots claimed 
to themſelves Cerrops, King of Athen,; 
whoſe Son Gathelus they married to 
Scota, Daughter of the Famous Pha- 
rach of Egypt: and this noble Pair 
they made the honorary Founders of 
their Nation. My own Countrymen 
too (for why may I not ſuppoſe in 
my Countrymen the Ambition I ſup- 
pole in others?) have taken Care to 
put in their Claim for an Ogygian 
Settlement ; and ſurely, if Jong Bead- 
rolls of Princes can be a F * 
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of national Pride, then may Ireland 
boaſt, ſhe is the firſt and moſt antient 
Monarchy in the World. 

This Conduct of our Anceſtors 
was owing to a Notion, which then 
univerſally prevailed, that Antiquity 
was the main Pillar of a Nation's 
Glory. They then admired Monar- 
chies as our modern Antiquaries do 
Tomb-ſtones, merely becauſe they 
were old. And they thought that 
no one could be guilty of a higher 


to do Miſchief, as well as Good. —But 
to proceed. 

This Power of Interpoſing, for the 
Benefit of the Publick, upon extraor- 


dinary Occaſions, is undoubted Prero- 


A gative, as Mr. Lacte obſerves, found- 


ed in the Laws of Nature and Ge- 
vernment, and what no Man of Senſe 
will pretend to call in Queſtion. (See

is, whether all that miſchievous Kind of 
Preragative, which occaſion'd ſuch 


Affront to the Publick, than ſeriouſly B loud and juſt Complaints in former 


to call in Queſtion the Foundation 
on which publick Antiquity was 
grounded. We live in a politer Age: 
Men's Judgments of Things are now 
more refined: Freedom of Enquiry 
into all Kinds of Knowledge is en- 


couraged, and a Freedom ef diſput- C 


ing upon any Antiquities commended, 
The Principles of true publick Ho- 
nour have been ſet on a bettet Foot; 
and the odd Language of our An- 
ceſtors on this Subject baniſhed in- 
to the Heraldry-Office. At leaft, 
for a Writer to condemn all as Ene- 
mies to his Country, * who allow it 
not an Antiquity of quite two thou- 
ſand Years, ſounds zt preſent ex- 
tremely unphiloſophical.

for having Recourfe to thoſe modern 
Inventions, rall'd Yates of Credit; for 
in Caſe of an Invaſion, Rebellim, or 
ay other ſudden Emergency, the \iſible 

eceſlity of ſome extraordinary Means 
will juſtify the Prince in the Uſe of 
them ; and conſequently there can be 
no juſt Pretence for arming him with 
a ſecret, unlimited, unaccountable Power

Times, was really aboliſh'd at the Re- 
volution, as Mr. Osborne hath aſſerted.

ſumption of thoſe who could go na 
higher than Dram; but the mid- 
dling Sort of People, who made uſe 
of theſe Spirituous Liguers in Punch, 
will probably fall to drinking of 
Wine, in ſome Degrees, more than 
they do at preſent ? Will that ſuit 
their Pockets or their Health better ? 


That compound Wine, which is the 
general Draught of the Kingdom, 


is certainly in its Nature as pernici- 
ous a Liquor as Punch, if not more 
ſo. It is not to be expected that the 
Bent of the People of this Nation to 
live above their Circumſtances will 
be reformed by this Af; and it is 
to be fear'd that Farmers and Tradeſ- 
men, who are to fall into a more ex- 
penſive Faſhion, will be the leſs able 
to pay their Rent, or ſubſiſt even as 
they do at preſent. 

Our Sugar Colonies, whoſe deplo- 
rable State hath fo often brought 
them, of late Years, under the Con- 
fideration of Parliament, will in all 
Probability be totally ruined by it, 
They could ſcarce ſupport themſelves 
before, with the Afiſtance which 
the Legiſlature had already given 
them; and ſuch was their Conditi- 
on at this Time, that they had Rea- 
ſon to expect the firſt thing the Par- 
liament would have done this Seſſi- 
on would have been to enter into 
Conſiderations for their Support and 
Encouragement; for it was put off

uſed than ever. 

The Importance of thoſe Places 
hath been very much confider'd of 


late Years; and the Loſs to this Na- B 


tion in the Balance of Trade, by the 
French falling into the Sugar Trade, 
and ſelling it to other Countries 
cheaper than we can afford, hath al- 
ready been ſufficiently felt. But this 
Ad will go farther, and render them 
atterly unable to purchaſe, or obtain 
that vaſt Quantity of Goods and Ma- 
nufaftures with which their Mother 
Country hath hitherto ſo profitably 
ſupplied them. They will become 
of themſelves deſolate and forſaken ; 
nor need we then be under any Ap- 
henſions from the Spaniards, or 
the French taking them, as we have 
been of late Years; for were they 
even to lie uncultivated, the Adyan- 
tage to the French in the Price of their 
Sugars might be almoſt equal to their 
poſſeſſing them. Can this Nation 
poſſibly ſubſiſt long under that Loſs, 
and muſt not ſuch a Stop of the Cir- 
culation of Trade be ſoon terribly 
felt by the Manufafurers of this 
Kingdom ? 
I have always look'd upon Scotland 
as the wiſe, provident and ever-get- 


ting Part of the Nation; who fo © 


happily underſtand their own Intere/, 
as well as Power, that they common- 
ly exempt themſelves from ſome 
hare of the Taxes we pay, and 


manage what they do pay ſo well, 


as not to let it be brought into this 
Kingdom, notwithſtanding the many. 
Laws that are enacted for paying it 
here. They have conſider d bis 
44 in the ſame ſagacious Light, and 


muſt have their Weight here; and 
ſurely the Preſervation of the Healths 
of the People of Scotland ought ta 
be as much our Care as of thoſe in 
Bugland. Or were they only wiſer 
than. L, in not ſuffering ſuch a dan» 
gerous Experiment to be try'd in 
that Part of the Kingdom? . ., .

| by Law in any Chriſtian Country. 
: There are no Teſt Oaths in any 
other Proteſtant Country in Europe, 
nor any other State Oath, but that 
of Fidelity; tho' it maſt be acknow- 
ledged, they have the Intereſt of 
2 as much at Heart as we; fo 
that I may fay, Teſt Oaths are all 
of our own proper Manufacture.

ever ſaw. But when Luxury, Ava- 
rice and Corruption had erazed theſe 

enerous Principles out of their 
Minds, a viſible Alteration immedi- 
ately enſued, and the Work of Ages 
was deſtroy d in the Courſe of a few 
Years, 

Nothing can give us a more lively 
Image of the different Condition of 
Rome, in her pure and corrupted 
State, than the Characters of At1ilius 
Regulus, and Lucullus. 

Regulus, who lived at the latter 
End of the fourth Century from the 
Foundation of Rome, being Com- 


mander in Chief of the Army in D 


Africa, defired his Diſcharge, upon 
Information that the Perſon, who 
cultivated ſeven Acres of Land, the 
whole Patrimony of this great Gene- 
ral, was dead, and that his Servant 
had ſtol'n his Utenſils of Husbandry. 
He repreſented to the Senate, by 
Letter, that his Wife and Children 
were in Danger of ſtarving, if he 
did not come home and provide for 
them by his own Preſence and Labour. 
But the Senate, being unwilling to 
interrupt the Courſe of his Victories, 
paſs'd a Decree, that his Wife and 
Children ſhould be provided with 
Neceſſaries; that his Land ſhould 
be cultivated at the publick Ex- 
pence; and that new Inſtruments 
ſhould be boyght for the Tillage of 
it; upon which the Abbot de YVertot 
makes the following Reflection; a 
very {mall Reward, if we look to 


C 


* known to Poſterity by nothing but 
« the Calamities, which their Ava- 
rice occaſion'd in the Countries 
* where they made War.“ 

In leſs than 200 Years after, the 
Scene was fo intirely changed, that 
nothing was to be ſeen thro' the 
whole Commonwealth but Luxury, 
Profuſion, and Effeminacy. In theſe 
Times Lucullus appear'd, and having 
brought home immenfe Riches from 
Ala, where he commanded the Ro- 
man Army againſt Mithridates, gave 
himſelf up to ſuch Voluptuouſneſs 
and Extravagance of all Kinds, that 
his Name is grown proverbial upon 
that Account. He laid out prodigi- 
ous Sums in Buildings, Gardens, 
Piftures, and Staturs, beſides the 
conſtant Expence of a ſumptuous 
and delicate Table. Whenever he 
went into the Country, he kept open 
Houſe, and ſometimes almoſt drain'd 
Rome of her great Men for Compa- 
nions and Attendants on his Plea- 
ſures. 

As nothing can be more 


E to any People than to ſee their Pla-

derer and Oppreſſors not only rioting 
in Wealth, but defying publick Juſ- 
tice; fo all wiſe Governors, and 
even ſome Tyrants, have gratify'd 
the Reſentments of the People in 
this Point, by making Examples of 
thoſe, who have been guilty of Mal- 
verſation in their Office. I ſhall 
therefore conclude with a P 
from Mr. Rollin, concerning t 
Conduct of Alexander in this Re- 
ſpect. |

He farther obſerves, that nothing

Beſides, ſeveral of the moſt mate- 
rial Limitations in the B#// of Rights 
are only Reſtraints upon the Crown, 
in Caſe the Par/iament will not give 
their Conſent to the contrary; ſo 
that if the Prince upon the Throne 
can find Means to ſecure a Parlia- 
ment on his Side, they are no Limi- 
tations at all; and therefore the ut- 
moſt Care ought to be taken to pre- 
vent all andre Influence, both with- 
out Doors and within. 

I believe even Mr. O. himſelf 


will not deny that the Article of © 


Placer, in the Diſpoſition of the 
King, is confiderably increaſed ſince 
the Revolution ; and therefore if the 
Crown could not have ſupported it- 
ſelf, without this additioa! Power, 
which was not then foreſeen, the 
Prerogative ought not to have been 
clipt fo far ag it really was at that 
Time. | 

But I muſt fill infiſt upon it, a- 
gainſt Mr. O. that as one third Part 
of the Leg iſlaturc, the whole execu- 
tive Power, and many Branches of 
the ancient Prerogative were left in

SATURDAY, 24 

Came on at the Sittings before the Lord 
Har dzvicke at Guildball, a Trial upon a Writ 
of Mandamus, wherein Mr. Samuel Fludyer 
was Plaintiff, and Sir Thomas Lomie, Alder- 
man of Baffiſhaw-Ward, Defendant, in or- 
der to determine the Plaintiff's Right to be a 
Com mon- Council Man for the faid Ward, 
Several Queſtions aroſe ; but the Point on 
which the whole refted was, Whether Per- 
ſons who took Lodgers, whereby their Rents 
were reduced under 101, per Ann. (whoſe 
Votes had been difallow'd by the Alderman 
on the Scrutiny) had a Right to vote? This 
Point was learnedly argu'd on the Part of the 
Plaintiff by Mr. Strange, Serjeant Draper, 
Mr. Mirſb, Mr. Nel, and Mr. Moreton ; 
and on the Part of the Defendant by Serj- 
Parter, Serj. Wynne, Mr. Taylor, Mr. Stracy, 
and Mr. Murray, And the Chief Juſtice 
being clearly of Opinion, that ſuch Occupiers 
of Houſes had a Right to vore, the Jury 
found a Verdict for the Plaintiff, 

MoxDaAY, 26. 


This Morning early 1 
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Yons Paper, fo the Purport of that ſeatter'd 
about Weftminfler- Hall, but, as 'twas ſaid, fill 
more infamous and ſhocking, was found fix'd 
up at that Side of the Royal Exchange next 
Cornbill ; but the fame was ſoon torn, 

Reynolds, condemn'd upon the Black Act 
for going arm'd in Diſguiſe, when he pull'd 
down Ledbury Turnpike, together with Bay- 
lis, (fince repriev'd by her Majeſty, in order 

to be tranſported for 14 Years) was carried to 
Tyburn, where having pray d and fung Pſalms, 
he was turn'd off, and being thought dead, 
was cut down by Fact Ketch as uſual, who 
had procur'd a Hole to be dug at ſome Diſ- 
tance from the Gallows to bury him in ; but 
juſt as they had put him into his Coffin, and 
were about to faſten it up, he thruſt back 
the Lid, and to the Aſtoniſhment of the 
Spectatots, clapt his Hands on the Sides of 
the Coffin in order to raiſe himſelf up. Some 
of the People in their firſt Surprize were for 
knocking him on the Head; but Fack Ketch, 
thinking that foul Pay, infifted upon hang- 
Ing him ur again, w the Mob taking a 
different Turn, cry d, fave his Life, and fell 

the poor Executioner (who tickled hard 
for fulfilling the Law) and beat him in a moſt 
miſerable Manner; they carried the Priſoner 
to the Pablick Houſe at Bays: Water, where 
he was put to Bed; he vomited about three 
Pints of Blood, and twas believ'd he would 
recover, but he died ſoon after. The Sheriffs 
Officers believing the Priſoner dead, were re- 
tir'd from the Place of Execution before he 
was cut down, 

The Parliament which ftood prorogued to 
the 29th Inft. was further prorogued to the 
14th of OFober next. 

Capt, Porteous, the Officer of the City 
Guards at Eainburgb, has been try d there 
for ordering ais Men to fire amongſt the 
People on their being ſomewhat rude after 
the Execution of a Malefactor, by which 
Raſhneſs ſeveral were kill'd and others 
wounded, and was brought in by the Jury 
guilty of wilful Murder, The Number of 
Jurymen in the Pannel was 15; eight of 
whom were for the Verdict as brought in, 
and ſeven againſt it, The Captain has re- 
ceiv'd Sente ce of Death. (See p. 217,)

latt Seſſion of which was on the 28th of June. 
That the Amneſty ſhall not be general, 
but extend only to the Troops that are upon 
the Crown Eftabliſhment, and to ſuch Soldiers 
as ſhali be able to produce their Colonels Or- 
ders for what they have done: That, on the 
contrery, thoſe Pet ſons who had committed 
any Outrages of their own Accord, ſhall be 
proſecuted and puniſhed according to Law: 
That all Confederacies made during the late 
Troubles ſhall be revoked and mace void: 
That Commiſſioners ſhall be appointed to ſet- 
tie the Augmentation of the Crown Army, 
and to appr: priate the Funds neceſſary for that 
Purpoſe : That, according to antient Cuſtom, 
a Sum ſhall be granted to the Queen of 
200,000 Florins per Annum, out of the Re- 
vennes of the two principal Staroſties of Po- 
land and Littuania: That this Princeſs ſhall 
moreover have 20 Ducats for her Pin Mo- 
ney, payable out of the Crown Treaſury : 
That the Sai Troops ſhall retire out of 
Poland within 40 Days, reckoning from the 
28th of June, O. S. That after the Death 
of Duke Ferdinand of Courland, if that 
Prince leaves no Male Iſſue, the States of the 
Dutchy ſhall have a Right to chooſe a new 
Duke, who ſhall be confirmed by the King: 
That, for the Future, the Marſhal of the 
Chamber of Deputies ſhall be elected on the 
Day of the opening of the Dyet, and that 
they ſhall immediately confider of Ways and 
Means for eftabliſhing the ſtricteſt Intelligence 
with the Emperor, the Court of Ruſſia, and 
the Ottomen Porte The happy Suceeſs of this 
Dyet oceafioned inexp eſſible Joy at Warſaw. 

Ratiſbon, Fuly 11 O. S. The Proteſtant 
Body at the Dyet has lately received a Latin 
Letter from the King of Great- Britain, of 
which the-following is a Tranſlation : 

George II. by the Grace of God, King of 
Creat Britain, France, and Ireland, Deſender 
of the Faith, Duke of Brunſwick- Lunen- 
beury, Arch-Treafurer and Elector of the 
Holy Remas Empire: 

To the moſt noble and moſt prudent the 
Counſellors and Envoys of the EleQtors, Prin- 
ces, and States of the Holy Roman Empire, 
of the Augſburg Confeſion;, deputed to, and 
aſſembled in the Dyet of the Empire at Ra- 
ien, our very god Friends, Greeting, 

We have received the Letter which you 
wrete to us on the 26th of May laft, from 
the Dyet of Ratiſbon, and are very well plcaſ- 
ed to find, that you approve of our Reaſons 
for procuring the Revocation of the Clauſe in 
the 4th Article of the Treaty of Reſwicl. 
The Deſire which you expreſs that we would 
donti nue our vtmoft Endeavours for bringing to 
Perieftion a Work ſo neceſſary for the Wel- 
fare of all the Proteſtant States of the Holy 
Reman Empire, is equally juſt and laudable. 
This Sentiment is hkewife @ agreeable to our 


own upon that Head that we are reſolved, 
in Conjunction with the States General of 
the United Provinces, and the other Proteſ- 
tant Princes concerned in this Affair, to omit 
no Care nor Pains that it may ſucceed accor- 
ding to their Wiſhes. With this View we 
ſhall do what we can with our good Brothers, 
the Emperor of the Romans and the moſt 
Chriftian King, to engage them to act up- 
on this Occaſion wtth the ſame profound 
Wiſom and ſtrict Juſtice, with which they 
have commonly behaved in Affairs that have 
a View to the gocd of the Publick; to the 
End, that by a ſolemn Decree of the Empire, 
agrecable to his Imperial Majeſty's Declarati- 
on in 1734, and in purſuance of the twenty 
firſt Article of the Treaty which the Court 
of France concluded with us at Utrecht, we 
may obtain their Approbation and Conſent, 
that the Treaty of H:fipbalia, which is in- 
fringed by the Clauic in that of Reſwick, 
may be intirely repaired, and purſued in the 
Empire, as a Law and a Rule never to be 
miſcoaſt rued in a deceitful Senſe, If by our 
good Offices, added to thoſe of the other Prin-

That the Advantage of making 
the intended Reduction by reducing 
whole Regiments, was apparent to 
every Gentleman who would be 
pleaſed to make the Calculation; -for 
by the Eftabliſhment of laſt Year, a 
Marching Regiment, which confiſt- 
ed of 815 Men, colt the Publick a- 
bout 1 yearly; fo hot if a 
whole Regimeat ſhould be reduced, 
there would be a Saving of 15,217/. 
a Year to the Publick ; whereas if an 
equal Number of private Men only 
ſhould be reduced from that and 
other Regiments, there would be a 


That it was not poſſible for them 
to find a Military Reaſon why we 
ought to keep up, and in whole Pay

ing Fund, as the moſt proper Method of pro- 
viding for any Deficiency : However, we are 
not at preſent to determine this Queſtion ab- 
ſolutely ; when Gentlemen begin to confider 
of Ways and Means for raifing the Sums ne- 
ceſſary for the Service of the enſuing Year, 
they ought, and they certainly will agree to 


G raiſe them in that Manner which wyll appear 


to be the leaſt burthenſome to the People; 
and therefore I think it would be very wrong 
in us, to reſtrain ourſelves in the Manner 
propoſed by the Motion now before us ; but 
that we may be leſt altogether free 2 
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this reſpect what we may think proper, when 
we £0 into the Committee of Ways and 
Means, I ſhail propoſe that the previous 
Queſtion may be put, with regard to the 
Queſtion now before us. 


To this it was replied in Subſtance as fol- 
lows, . 

I; has been often obſerved, Sir, That new 
Meaſures muſt always be ſupported by new 
DoArines, and it may as juſtly be obſerved, 
that wrong Meaſures muſt be ſupported by 
wrong, or falle Doct-ines. This is the Caſe 
with reſpect to the Queſtion now before us, 
The Doctrines that have been advanced in 
favour of that Meaſure againſt which the pre- 
ſent Queſtion is intended, are all fo falſe and 
deceitful, that the Necellity of having re- 
courſe to ſuch Do@rines, 18 plain Proof that 
the M:afure muſt be wrong. Whot Influ- 
ence our Miniſters may think they have in 
the Councils of foreign Powers, I ſhall not 
pretend to determine; but I am ſure, it does 
not appear that we have any great Influence, 
either from the Advantzges that have been 
lately obtained in favour of this Nation, or 
from the late Behaviour of ſome of our 
Neighbours towards our Allies. 1 hope it 
will not be (aid, that the Courts of Vienna 
and Madrid had any great Regard for us, when 
they concluded that Treaty of Vienna which 
produced the Treaty of Hanover, and made 
ſuch a Buſtle in Eurtpe; and I am ſure it 
cannot be ſaid, that the Courts of Parr, 
Madrid, and Turin, ſhewed 2ny great Regard 
to us, when they made that private Alliance 
by which they parcelled out among them, 
our Ally, the Emperor's Dominions in Italy ; 
nor can it, I think, be ſaid, that the Fmperor 
placed any great Confidence in our Aſſiſtance, 
when, in order to obtain a Peace, he agreed 


to yield up to Frarce the whole Dutchy of B 


Larram. 


I have not the Honour, Sir, to be in the 
Secrer of Affairs, therefore I muſt judge from 
puvlick Appearances, and from them it is to 
me evident, that our Influence has of late 
greatly decayed, and will, I am afraid, decay 
more and more: Foreigners, Sir, know our 
C rcumRonces better than we ſeem to do our- 


Part of it would be annihilated in caſe we 
ſhould engste in a War; from all which, 
every Forcigner muſt conclude, and I ſhould 
think every Ergliſt nan too, that, with 4% 
in the Pound Land-Tix, we could not raiſe 
509 cool, a Year, more than has been found 
neceſſary for ſupporting our Government in 
Time of Peace; and that therefore we could 


A not ſupport a War without loading the Peo- 


ple with a great many new and unheard of 
Taxes, or greatly increafing thoſe we now 
have; neither of which, I am afraid, our 
People would patiently ſubmit to. 

Now, Sir, give me leave to con ſider a little 
thoſe extraordinary D-oftrines I have heard 
advanced, for the Support of that M afure 


B which the Oppofing this Queſtion ſeems to 


point at; and, indeed, to me they ſeem to be 
of the moſt extraordinary Kind: In the fir - 
Place we are told, that it would not be poſſi 
ble for us to reduce the Inters| payable upon 
our old Debts, even tho we ſhould never con- 
tract any new Debt : This, Sir, is contrary 
to one of the moſt eftabliſhed Maxims, 
which is, That the natural Iatereſt of Mo- 
ney muſt always depend upon the Proportion 
there is in any particular Country between the 
Demand for borrowing Money at lotereſt, 
and the Demand for lending Money at Inte- 
reſt; for as we have a Sinking Fund capable 
of paying off a very large Sum yearly, if we 
never perverted any Part of that Fund, which 
is always the ſame with contracting a new 
Debt, we ſhould be every Year diminiſhing 
the Demand for borrowing, and increaſing 
the Demand for lending; fo that the natural 
Intereſt of Money, would naturally and ne- 
ceſſatily of itſelf decreaſe, without any Pro- 
jects for that Purpoſe. 

T his I ſay, Str, would of courſe happen 
in a few Years; but even at preſent, and as 
Things now ſtand, if no new Debt were to 
be contracted, I do not know but Methods 
might be found for reducing immediately the 
Intereſt payable upon all cur Funds to p and a 
half, perhaps to 3 per Cent. What theſe Me- 
thods may be, I ſhall not take upon me to 
mention, becauſe ſome Gentlemen ſeem re- 
ſolved that no Propoſition ſhould be received, 
except thoſe offered by themſelves, or ſome 


ſelves: They know that now, after a Term F of their Friends. And to frighten us from 


of 20 Years Peace, our publick Debts are 
very near as great, and our Circumftances ag 
bad, 2» they were at the End of the laſt War: 
They know that by a Land-Tex of 25. in 
the Pound, we cannat provide for the Yearly 
Supplies we think neceſſary, even in Time 
of Prace, without running ourſelves into ſome 
nes Debt, to the Amount of 5 or 600 000, 
yearly, or tiking ſo much from the Sinking 
_ and they know that, as the Sinking 

er now have, ariſes Sholly from our 
Conſumptions being much greater in Time of 


Peace, than in Time of War, the greateſt 


any ſuch Projects, we are told, that Foreign- 
ers would, in ſuch a Caſe draw their Money 
out all at once, and drain us of all the current 
Specie of the Kingdom; but to thoſe who 
underſtand the Circumſtances of Europe, and 
are ppriſed of the Lowneſs of Intereſt in 
ſome Countries, and the Precariouſneſs of the 
Security in ofhers, this muſt appear to be a 
meer Bugbear. | 

Befides, Sir, the Thing would either be in 
itſelf impoſſible, or it is an Event we have no 
Occaſion to be afraid of; for if Foreigners 
ſhould all at once reſolve to fell gut, it would

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either run the Price of all our Funds a great 
deal below Par, or it would not; if it did, 
they would be obliged to !uſpend their Reſo- 
lation, and take 3 per Cent. rather than fell 
out 2 100 /.

heir ſelling out could not ruin 
our publick Credit, and the ready Specie they 
could carry out would ſoon be replaced by the 
Balance of our Trade, if we had no 
Jatereft to pay yearly to them; for it has been 
for many Years, and while it continues, 
it muſt always be a terrible Drawback upon 
our general B.lance of Trade, to have a Sum 
of 4 or 300, 000 J. ſent yearly out of the Na- 
tion, in order to pay the Intereſt due to them, 
every Farthing of which, 1s intirely loſt to 
this Nation; becauſe the whole is ſpent by 
them in their own Countries, or converted 
into Principal here, in order to increaſe their 
future yearly Demand. 

Another Doctrine, or rather Paradox, ad- 
vanced againſt the ion now before us is, 
that the ing the Iatereſt of Money in 
general, would bring great Difficulties upon 
all Ranks of Men in the Kingdom. This, 
Sir, is evidently to anther eftabliſh- 
ed Maxim, which is, that the lower the In- 
tereſt of Money is in any Country, the more 
rich and flouriſhing it muſt be in its Trade 
nnd Commerce: 1 ſhall grant, that it would 
diminiſh the Revenne of our publick Credi- 
cord, as weil az of all other Money Lenders, 
but it would not diminiſh their Capital, and 
thoſe that could not live idly upon the Intereſt 
of their Money, would be obliged to betake 
themicives to Trade, or to ſome other induſ- 
trious Employment, which might be an Ad- 
vantage to themſelves, and would be a certain 
Advantzge to their Country, 

As to the landed Gentlemen, I am ſurpri- 
zed, Sir, to hear it faid, that the reducing of 
Intereſt would be a Hardſhip upon them, con- 
fidering how many, Iam afraid, too many of 
them, are, like their Country, involved in 
Debts and Mortgages. Oa the contrary, it 
would be a great Advantage to every landed 
Gentleman, becauſe, befides reducing the In- 
tereſt he is to pay for the Debt be owes, if he 
has any, it would greatly increaſe the Value 
of his Lands, as well as of all the Lands in 
the Kingdom; and as for his younger Chil- 
dren, he would be under no Neceſſity to give 
them any greater Fortunes than before; but, if 
were, a Charge or a Mortgage of 6000/7,

It is, Sir, a very great Miſtake, to imagine 
that there can be in any Country too great a

C that any fort of Trade, which deſerves the 


Name, can be overftocked: The Trade of 


| Shopleeeping, or any other ſort of Buſineſs, 


which tends to ſupport the Luxury or Vanity 
of a People, may, tis true, be overſtocked ; 
and it is always a Diſadvantage to the People 
to have too great a Number of ſuch among 
them; but «s for Merchants, Manufacturers, 
and Mechanicks, there can never be too great 
a Number of them in any Country ; becauſe 
the more there are of them, the more fo- 
reign Trade the Nation will have, the greater 
its Exports will be, and the more eaſy will it 
be for every particular Man, if he be induſtri- 
ous and frugal, to provide a Support for him- 
ſelf and Family: This is juſtified by Experi- 
ence in all Countries, and in all Times; and 


E therefore among the many other Misſortunes 


attending our publick Funds, this may be 
reckoned ag one, that a great Number of our 
People are thereby enabled to live idly upon 
the Intereſt of their Money, which muſt ne- 
ceſſarily diminiſh the Number of our Mer 
chants, Manufacturers, and Mechanicks. 
To imagine, Sir, that the reducing of In-

der their View only the future Produce of 
thoſe Duties which they appropriated to the 
raifing of that Revenue: They confidered 
that $00,000, a Year was the leaft that was 
neceſſary for ſupporting his Majefty's Houſe 
hold and Family, and the Honour and Dignity 
of the Crown end therefore, if the future 
Produce of thoſe Duties, which were thea 
appropriated towards raiſing that Sum yearly, 
ſhould fall ſhort, they obliged themſelves to 
make it good: The yearly Sum of $00,000 
I ay, they reckoned the leaſt that was neceſ- 
fary for the Purpoſes intended; but then they 
confidered, that even a larger Sum might be 
beneficially applied to the ſame Purpoſes, and 
therefore, in Caſe the future Produce of thoſe 
Duties ſhould amount to more than $00,000 /, 
a Year, thoſe Surpluſſes wete by them like- 
wiſe appropriated to the Civil Lift, and his 
Majeſty has as good a Right to thoſe Sorpluſ- 
ſes, if any has ariſen, or ſhall ariſe, as be 
has to any Part of the $00,000. a Year. 
From this Conſidera tion, Sir, every Gen- 
tleman muft fee, that, if by any new Regu- 
lation we diminiſh the Produce of avy 
thoſe Duties #ppropriated to the Civil Lift, 
we are in Juffice to his Majeſty obliced te 
make good the Loſs ; for I brpe the Parla- 
ment of Great Britain will never a& ſo childs 
iſh a Part 4s to make a G1agt in ons hes 
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and to take back that Grant, or any Part of 
that Grant in the next: We may be obliged, 
for the fake of publick Good, to make ſome 
Alterations in the Grants we have made, or 
may hereafter make but it is to be hoped 
we never ſhall make any fuch Alterations 
without the Conſent of all thoſe intereſted 
therein, or without making good the Loſs 
they may ſuſtain, The Grant of the Civil 
Lift, as it now ſtands eſtabliſhed, I myſt 
lock upon in the ſame Way as if one Gentle- 
man, for Favour and Affection, or fome 
other Con ſideration, ſhould make a Grant or 
a Preſent to another of a Ticket in the pre- 
ſent Lottery, with this Condition, that if it 
came vp a Blank, he would give him 5, in 
lieu thereof, but if it came up a large Prize, 
the Whole ſhould belong to the Grantee, 
Now if, after ſuch a Grant made in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner, the Ticket ſhould come up 
a large Prize, I ſhould think the Grantor 
both very childiſh and very unjuſt, if be in- 
ffted upon having any Share in that Prize, 
or upon taking any Part of it from the Gran- 
tee, without giving him an adequate Conk- 
deration. We are not now to enquire whether 
the Duties granted to the Civil Lift produce 
more than $00,000/. a Year, or not; but if 
they do really produce more, that Surplus is 
a Sort of Prize we have already granted to 
his Majeſty, and we neither can, nor ought 
to take any Part of that Surplus from him, 
or to make any Alteration by which that 
Surplus may be diminiſhed, without making 
good the Loſs in ſome other Wey; and that 
Loſs ought certainly to be computed from the 
Produce of the Grant fince it was made, for 
before the Grant was made, there could be 
no fuch Produce. 

Having now, Sir, ſhewn that it would be 
a moſt prepoſterous Method; to compute the 
Lofs his Majeſty may ſuſtain, from a Medi- 
um of the Produce of any Number of Years 
before bis Acceſſion, I think 1 need not take 
any Notice of thoſe Alterations which happen- 
ed in the Duties upon ſpirituous Liquors, or 
any other Duties, before that bappy Period; 
bot give me leave to take ſome Notice of that 
Alteration or Increaſe which happened in the 
Year 1733, with reſpect to the Duties on fo-

to perſorm thoſe Services to his Lord ; fo that 
the firſt Grant. was looked on as a fort of 
Entail, for the Tenant in moſt Caſes could 
pot ſo muah as alienate the Lands, even io F 
his Life-time, wag the Conſent of the 
Lord; the Nature of the Tenure therefore 
diſadled him diſpofing of bis Fee without

the Lawgivers of this Country, as well as 
moſt other Countries, took care that it ſhould 
not be in the Power of thoſe Prieſts to make 
themſelyes the Heirs as well as Executors to 
any dying Perſon, ; 
But now, my Lords, both theſe Reaſons 
are removed ſrom this happy Kingdom, and 
therefore I chink the natural Right a Man 
has to diſpoſe of his own at what Time, and 
in what Manner he thinks mo@ proper, 
ought to take Place, It is certain that k 
Power to diſpoſe of a Man's Eftate at his 
Death in ſuch a Manner as he may then 
think beſt, is a great Incitement to Induſtry 
and Frugality, and conſequently a great En- 
courag*ment to Trade in every Country where 
it is eſtabliſhed ; and we may obſerve that the 
Trade and Riches of this Kingdom has in-

reaſonable and neceſſary for the Preſervation 
of the Society, every good Subject will ob- 
ſerve them, and no bad Subject ought to be 
allowed to find fault with, or tranſgreſs 
them. 1 think I have made it evident that 
a Liberty of deviſing Land Eftztes in Mit- 
main to any Corp vation, or upon any Pre- 
tence whatſoever, may be hurtful to the So- 
ciety 3 and particularly that thoſe Pretences 
crawn from Piety, Charity, and a Compul- 
fion for the Poor, ate fo far from being real, 
that they are made uſe of only as a Cloak 
for the Vanity, the Pride, and the Ambi- 
tion of private Men, who have pot inte, or 
expect to get inte the Management of what 
they call charitable Foundations. 

With regard to private Liſe, My Lords, 
tan we ſuppoſe that » Man will be lese induſ- 
trious or frugal becauſe he cannot diſpole of 
his Eftate by Will to the Church, or to a 
magnificent Hoſpital? We may as well ſup- 
poſe that he will be leſs induſtrious or frugal, 
becauſe he canaot diſpoſe of his Eſtate to the 
Grand Seignior, or the Sopby of Perfia. If 
a Man happens to fall into that delirious Am- 
bition of erefting = Palace for Beggars, and 
having his Name engraved in gilded Letters 
above a ſuperb Portico, or if he grows ambi- 
tious of having bis Statue ſet up in the Arca 
of any charitable Palace already erected, can- 
not he give ſome Part of his Eſtate in his 
Life-time for that Purpoſe, and reſerve a ſuf- 
ficient Eſtate for ſupporting himſeli? For we 
generally find that the Men whe are ſeized 
with ſuch Deliriymy, are Men of great For- 
tunes and ſmall Expence; ſo that the reſer- 
ving a Competency for their own future Sup- 
port, cannot occa hon any great Diminuuon 
in the Donation they make, nor can it diſ- 


appoint the great End of their Ambition. E 


As to the Regard and Attendance which a 
dying Man may expect, and ought to meet 
with from his Relations, Friends and Ser- 
vants, I think nothing can be better contti- 
ved than the Bill now before us, for prevent- 
ing a Man's being diſappointed in ſo juſt an 
Expectation, becauſe it lays every landed 
Gentleman under © Neceſhty of reſerving 
lomething to be diſpoſed of by him at his 
Death, and likewiſe lays him under a Neceſ- 
hity of diſpoſing of that Something among 


| bis Relations, Frisnds or Servants, or of leav- 


Ing it to his next Heirs. For this very Rea- 
fon I think the Words at the End of the frſt 
Clauſe propoſed to be left out, are abſolutely 
nec*(lary : and therefore I hope they will be 
left handing a Part of this Bill. 

Whether a Man's next Heirs have any na- 
tors) Right to ſucceed to bis Eſtate after bis 
D-ath, is not the Queſtion now before us:

Country, Therefore, as a fincere Chriſtian, 
as 2 true Lover of the Church of England, 
without being an Admirer of Ecclefiatical 
Power, and as a good Subject, I muſt be for 
laying at leaft that Reſtraint upon ſuch Do- 
nations which is propoſed by the Bill now be- 
fore us. And one of my chief Reaſe ns for 
being ſo, is, my Lords, left the Clergy 
our eſtabliſhed Church ſhould be tempred a

peeſent Church, we may depend on it that 
new Doctrines will be ſet up, and all the 
enſnaring Tenets of the Church of Rowe 
revived by degrees, and flrongly recommend» 
ed by all Paſtoral InflruQions. . 
I hall conclude, my Loids, with obſerving 
that our two Univerſities, and the Colleges
